WaBhUigtoh, Oct. 19.—President Wil- 


son has* rejected .the Aus.tro-Hungariah 
governments offer to conclude an arm- 
•tetioB and, negotiate peace on principles 
enunciated by him and has given no- 
tice that mere autonomy for Austria's 
subject nationalities is no longer ac- 
ceptable that-they., must have liberty. 
The text; of the note handed to the 
Swedish minister follows: 


Sir: 
"I have the honor to. acknowledge 


' the receipt of your note of the seventh 
instant'iri, which, you transmit a corrv 
munfcaUon of the imperial and royal 
government of Austria Hungary to tue 
President. I am now instructed by the 
President to request you to be good 


. enough through your government to 
convey to the imperial and royal gov- 
ernment the following reply: 
"The President deems it his duty to 
say to the Austro-Hungary government 
that tie cannot entertain the present 
suggestions of that government because 
of certain events of utmost importance 
which, occurring since the delivery of 
his address of the eighth of January 
last have necessarily; altered the atti- 
tude and responsibility of the govern- 
ment of the United States. 
"Among the 14 term.s..bf peace which 
the president formulated at that time 
'occurred the. following 
" "yfie . peoples of Austrq.Hnngary, 
whose place among the nations we wish 
to see safeguarded and assured, should 
be accorded the freest opportunity of 
autonomous development.' 
"Since that sentence was written 


and uttered to the congress of the 
United: States, the government of the 
United States has recognized that a 
state of belligerfhcy exists between 
the Czech-Slovaks and the German and 
AustrorHungarian .empires and. that 
the Czechd-Slovak national council is a 
defacto,belligerent government clothed 
with proper authority to direct tlie mill 
tary and-political arfairs of the Czecho-' 
Slovaks. It has,also recognized in the 
fullest mahner the justice joli the, na- 
tionalistic aspirations'of the Jugo-Slavs 
for freedom.

"The President is, therefore, no long- 
er at liberty to accept the mere, 'auto- 
nomy' of these peoples .as. a basis . of 
peace, but is obliged to, insist that they 
and riot he, shall be the judges, • or 
what action on the part of. .the. Austro- 
Hungartari government 
will .satisfy 


''their aspirations and their conception' 


of their rights arid the destiny as mem- 
bers of the family of nations." 
"Accept, sir. the. renewed assurances 


of-my highest consideration. (Signed) 
Robert Lansing." 
In announcing hfe reply. Secretary 


Lansing also made public, the official 
text of. the Austro-Hungarian note, 
transmitted, by the Swiss legation: 
"The' iAustro-Hungarian 
monarchy 
which has waged war .always and sole- 
ly as a defensive measure and repeat- 
edly given documentary evidence of 
it's readiness to stop the shedding of 
blood and to arrive at a just and. hon- 
orable peace, hereby addresses itself to 
his 
lordship., the President of the 
United States, of America, and .-offers 
to conclude with him and his allies an 
armistice on every front on land, at sea 
and in the air, and to enter immediate- 
ly upon negotiations for a peace for 
which the 14 points in the message of 
President Wilson to congress of Janu- 
ary 8. 1918. and the four points con- 
tained in President Wilson's address of 
February 12,, 1918 should serve as a 
foundation and in .which the view 
points declared by President /Wilson in 
his address of Sept. 27, 1918 will also 
be taken into account"

In addi 


tion the French cavalry has been mak- 
ing dashes here and there and has also 
taken its toll. 
. The German army is paying a high 
price for its attempt to retain its hold 
on. the. coveted coast of Belgium. Ger- 
man military, commanders being unable 
to win any victories, now seem to have 
jone in for literature on an extensive 
scale. Today's reports include masses 
of captured documents . which -. have 
fallen 'into the hands, of the allied sol- 
diers. They treat of "all. subjects, but 
in all they contain a sub-current of 
despair.

Count yon Waldiersee of the 59th re- 
serve itifantry regiment, wrote that he 
knew .his regiment was going to be at- 
tacked and warned his men that .attack 
must' 'be . broken down.

"Wherever defenses are of tempor- 
ary nature," he said, "they must, if the 
enemy leaves us sufficient time, be con- 
tinually improved and strengthened in 
accordance with the principles 
laid 


down for defensive fighting." 


"The enemy's great successes have 
strengthened his consciousness of su- 
periority," this commander- very frank- 
ly said: "The strength and condition of 
our troops cannot be unknown to him 
and there is no doubt that he possesses 
means to overcome 
the difficulties 
which confront him." 


It would appear from many docu- 


ments that the German army knows it 
has lost the war and is blue over the 
failure. 


German soldiers on the battle front 


have shown unusual consideration for 
civilians. Notices in French and Eng- 
lish have been found at Diginies in- 
forming civilians that they would not 
be moved east of that town. Of course 
.the allied guns would not fire on towns 
known to be full of civilians. The Ger- 
mans, knowing this could use it to pro- 
tect themselves. 


In some of the towns and localities 


where the allied troops have swept 
past, celebrations over their deliver- 
ance from the Germans were carried 
on all day today by the peoples. 
In 


L.i!le there were crowds in the streets, 
singing, cheering and throwing roses 
everywhere. The people have become 
so demonstrative in some places that 
they have interfered slightly with the 
work of the soldiers. Runners and dis- 
patch riders obliged to pass through 
Courtrau'.N for instance, have not been 
making as good time as usual. 


This fact came to the knowledge of 
a British brigadier general, who or- 
dered the dispatch riders brought be- 
fore him. One blushingly said that the 
charge against him and the others was 
quite true, adding, "but we could not 
help the delay, sir. for every time we 
go through a town we have each been 
soundly kissed. It wouldn't do to tell 
the women and girls we were in a hur- 
ry. They just insist on stopping your 
motorcycle all wanting Jo kiss you at 
one time," 


What the brigadier said is not re- 


corded, but the charges against the men 
were dropped. 


It has been learned from a resident 
of Coutrai that German cavalry offi- 
cers were giving a hall there celebrat- 
ing the return of peace on the night 
the city was taken. At the middle of 
the dance British infantry, which had 
broken through the defenses to the 
nrest. stormed ipto the town and the 
German calvalry dandies had to run 
for their lives.

Whole Hihdenburg Defense 


System Is Now Behind 


Allied Lines

19.—More, than 


2,000,000 American soldiers now; have 
gone overseas^ General March told the 
members of the. senate military' commit 
tee today at their war department con 
ference. 


While the'conference was in progress, 


General March was notified that the 
Germans had! evacuated the entire .Bel- 
gian coast up. to the Holland boundary, 
and that it is now in possession of the 
allies. 


The. . German retirement, from the 
Belgian coast .district, General. March 
added, is increasing in breadth, and 
speed. The movement to. .the rear on 
the wijple, he added, is extremely rapid, 
as illustrated by the fact that the tern- 
ary evacuated in four days totals more 
than 800 square miles. 


To the south in France, the general 


said, renewed attacks by Anglo-Amer- 
icans, opposite Douai, have carried, the 
allied line up. to the hqstily-constt-ucteU 
3erman defense system which follows 
in a general way the Sensee canal 
marshes. No attempt ,ti> .cross the bar- 
rier-has .yet, been reported. 


The Iflhderib'urg. defense- system is 


now entirely behind the allied advance 
and Marshal Foch is continuing bis 
pressure without giving the enemy the 
slightest opportunity for a rest. 


General March did not attempt to 


analyze the military situation on the 
west front as a whole or to point out 
objectives of the various attacks. 


He called attention to the fact that 
the German retirement, starting last 
week oh a 60-mile sector,. between the 
Dise and th.e Argonne, had spread dur- 
ng the,week until it affected all ex- 
cept 15 miles of the 250-mile front from 
the coast to the Meuse. 
r'White this retirement was in progress, 
ic said, .the; American .army, northwest 
of Verdun, was fighting its way, forward 
against stiff resistance. The 29th diyis- 
Q£r~New^ejr^y7 Delaware, Virginia, 
Maryland, and: District of Columbia 
troops--Tjras; Identified as one of those 
operating east of the Meuse. The, 85th 
division—Michigan and East Wisconsin 
roop»4ris now acting as a depot diyis-

.he 88th—Kentucky,,Indiana and South- 
srn Illinois—is reported as having just 
arrived in France. 
The 38th division 


—Indiana, Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia—has riot yet arrived overseas.

.Editor of Tlje Advocate—In order to 
correct the misleading statements which 
the Chamber of Commerce, of Newark 
published in the several issues of The 
Advocate on September 13, and Tribune 
on September, 14 and 15. to the effect 
that there were no essential plants: in 
Newark, and that unless the people of 
Newark would subscribe to the blind 
fund of $200,000, it would be possible 
that some 2000 employes would be taken 
from our city, I would call the atten- 
tion of the citizens to the following 
communications: 
"August 21, 1918. 
"Newark Chamber of Commerce, New- 
ark, O.: ' 
"Gentlemen—I beg to call your at- 
tention to the fact that it is necessary 
for every industry in this city to make 
a report to1 you at once of the needs of 
the labor that they will require within 
the next 60 days, and then you as a 
Chamber of Commerce make a protest 
to Governor Cox, against the draining 
of the labor, ,by the government, from 
any of the industries in this city, as the 
work done here is just as essential and 
important as the work done anywhere, 
excepting perhaps on our ships. Unless 
we/ take some action in this matter at 
once it will necessarily follow that the 
government win drain from such dis- 
tricts as will have filed no protest, as- 
uiming that there is a surplus that can 
be- drawn on without affecting the in- 
dustries in such locations.!. 


"Your report from the different in- 
dustries will be- the basis and the evi- 
dence of the necessity of preventing any 
drainage from this district.

On August 22, thc following reply was 


received from the Chamber of Com- 
merce: 


'Dear Sir—-This office is in receipt of 
a letter from you, under date of the 
21st, 
suggesting that we get in touch 
with industries in Newark for the pur- 
oose of obtaining a report from them as 
to their needs of labor, and that with 
such information in hand we then make 
a protest to Governor Cox against the 
government taking labor from this city. 


"Thte organization is responsible for 
the government having established in 
Newark a labor recruiting agency. In 
doing this, we had this thought in 
mind, -that if the manufacturers in 
Newark- were alive to the situation and 
would get into war-production, that the 
bureau would be of service to them in 
obtaining additional labor, and that if 
they failed to do so, it would be the 
means of the government 
obtaining 
labor for industries on war work in 
other communities. The daily papers, 
as well as trade publications and com- 
munications from the government, ad- 
vise us as to the great needs of labor, 
for war industries. The writer knows 
that it is the desire of the government 
to retain labor in the community in 
which it resides if at all possible, but 
when the manufacturers of that com- 
munity have an equal opportunity with 
manufacturers of other communities of 
obtaining war business or adjusting 
themselves to take on war business 
and do not do so, then that is the fault 
of the manufacturer and not of the gov- 
ernment, and the manufacturer must 
take the consequences. This organiza

ment through this community and with 
to manufacturers by aiding them in 
obtaining war business, but the.manu 
facturera must also help themselves. I 
am sorry to Advise you that we cannot 
comply with your request in making 
"ILJ*"***1 sach *" y011 indicate.

Relentless pursuit of the retreating 
Germans in Belgium and down along 
the battlefront as far as the area just 
to the west of Valenciennes continues. 
Virtually all of the coast has been 
cleared of the enemy, and allied patrols 
are east of Bruges. 


There is a probability that the Ger 
mans by flooding the countrv east of 
Burges will be able to delay the ad- 
vancing Belgians for a time, but it 
would seem that their line is so bent by 
the furious onslaught of the allies in 
Flanders that it must be readjusted for 
a lone distance down into France. 
German engineers have been working 
on the line of defense running through 
Ghent and along the Schedlt river and 
it is probably that the British, French 
and Belgians will be forced to flght very 
hard before they can make much of an 
impression on this position. Although 
the Germans have lost a large number 
of men and guns they appear to have 
extricated the bulk of their forces from 
th,e threatening position in which they 
were left by the collapse of the line 
north of the Lys river. 


French and Americans along the 
Oise river have forged ahead slightly 
during the past day, but they find the 
task of advancing a difficult one. 
Here the Germans holding their line 
stubbornly while the forces and material 
in the Laon salient can be moved back 
in safety. The advance here, however 
seems to be gaining in momentum In the 
direction of Hirson. 


Along the Aisne, General Bertholet 
seems to be held up. by the enemy. No 
progress on this portion of the line has 
been reported recently.

Gouraud's men have advanced west of 
the Argonne forest, and one have taken 
quite a long step to the north of Vouz- 
iers. This advance will tend to- render 
unstable the German positions in the 
forest and may assist the Americans 
fighting east of the Argonne.
